The Bravery of an Old Diver who Remem- 
bered a Trick or Two from His Experi- 
ence in the Bermudas—A Narrow Escepe 
From «a Horrible Death—The Kace 


Through the Water.

New York, September G. There were about fifty 
strong swimmers disporting in the sparkling waters 
of the Narrows yesterday off the old Ferry dock 
at Staten Island. The young fellows were having 
a perfectly elegant time and the trailing spectators 
envied them for a while. It was near noon and the 
water had a crisp, cool look. Suddenly a change 
came over the scene. The outermost group of five 
sturdy swimmers ceased their frisky antics and, 
turning toward shore, scattered and were seen 
to make the most desperate efforts to reach land. 


An old diver, John Taylor. who has 
been in the service of the Coast Wrecking Company 
— — the’ dock at the time and the

A SPECTACLE OF RUIN,

The Cleveland Fire Under Control, but 
Still Alive and Smouldering.

The Loss About $2,500,000, With a 
Large Per*entage of Insurance.

Course of the Flames The Buildings De- 
stroyed and Injured—Work of the Fire 
Department—List of the Losers—Other 
Fires.

CLEVELAND, September 8.—At 6:0) o'clock yester- 
day afternoon a most disastrous conflagration broke 
out in Perry & Co,’shumber yards, situated in that 
section of the cit known as The Flats.“ It soon 
spread to the yards of Potter, Birdsall & Co. and C. 
G. Ring & Co. and then took 
in Stanley's candle factory and Sherman, 
Williams & Co.'s varnish and paint works. 
It was seen that the local fire department was ut- 
terly powerless to conquer the flames. so dispatches 
were immediately sent to Toledo, Baddusky, Akron, 
Youngston and Painesville for aid. There was a 
slight breeze stirring at the time, and by 9 o'clock 
the shops and buildings from Scranton avenue to 
Wood, Perry & Castin'’s planing mill on Center 
street, were in flames, and evidently doomed. The 
fire had reached the river and destroyed the Seneca 
bridge in its course. It Was a 
grand dut melancholy § sight. The river 
is only forty wide at this point and the flames 
leaped across it to lick the structures on the other 
side, At midnight the fire was still spreading and 
the efforts of the firemen to get it under control 
perfectly futile. The fire departments from Toledo. 
Columbus, Akron, Painesville and Elyria responded 
to the call for assistance and got to work about mid- 
night. fully 50,000 people linea the housetops and 
hilis during the entire nicht looking with haggard 
and fearful eyes at the devastating sweep of the 
conflagration. 

The scene of the conflagration presents 

A DESOLATE APPEARANCE 

to-day. The fire covers an area extending from 
Scranton avenue and the Bee Line track on 
the east and west and from the 
river to Girard street north, and 
south. It embraced a triangle, the base of which 
runs from east to west 1,100 feet, the two sides ex- 
tending southerly and nearly meeting, a distance of 
1,800 feet. The alarm was given from box No. 23, at 
6:57p.m. by Frank Stepanck, a watchman in 
the employ of the Variety Iron 
Works, and simultaneously, box No. 18 
was rung on. The fire had then obtained consider- 
able headway and seemed tobe in the center of 
Wood, Perry & Co.'s yard. nes 12 and 8 and 
truck I responded to the first alarm. At 7:02 Chief 
Dickinson made a call for assistance, and 
engines 3, 6 and 7 and truck 3 were sent out. 
More help was called for by the Chief, and engines 
5, 0, 12 and 18 went out with a rush. Still the De- 

t could not cope with the flames and en- 
ines 10 and lland truck 4 were sent out, leaving 
the remainder of the city 

WITHOUT PROTECTION. 

Even the last reserve engine was put into service, 
and at 8:47 the Chief ordered the operators at 
headquarters to telegraph to the neighboring cities 
for help. The order was immediately complied 
with and Erie, Attica, Sandusky, Akron, Columbus, 
Youngstown and Delaware responded. Only the 
last three named got their men into service, the ap- 
paratus not being required at the time of their ar- 
rival. 

After starting, the flames extended west to the 
lumber yard of Potter, Birdsall & Co., extending 
from Scranton avenue to the Bee Line and from the 
river to Carter street, eating up 5,000,000 feet of 
lumber, twenty-seven cars of the Bee Line loaded 
with merchandise and other incidentals such as the 
office buildings, shanties, and stables. Having swept 
away the square, the flames leaped across the riv- 
er on the north, and across the Bee Line embank⸗ 
ment on the west and ate their way into the rear of 
Sherwin, Williams & Co's works and G. 4 Stanley's 
lard, off and candle factory on the north 
to Hubbell & Westover's lumber yard on 
the west. Considerable damage was done 
here, but the flames were isolated after a desperate 
fight, and their progress was checked in this direc- 
tion, Having destroyed everything north of Carter 
street, the fire went away across the atreet, going 
osuth and attacking the Variety Iron Works, Eynon 
& Coe =machineshop, House & David- 
son's box factory and planing- mill, 
Woods, Perry & Co.'s planing mill and the Howells 
Coal Company's coal yards, wholly wiping out 
everything embraced between Carter, Buford and 
Vaillard streets and Scranton avenue. Step by step 
the flames were fought, but unsuccessfully. The 
fre burned itself out in a southerly § direc- 
tion and then Stopped. Running along 
Scranton avenue from north to south, the flames 
leaped across the street, and attacked the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohto office,two freight 
offices and the Merchants’ Dispatch building. Quick 
and energetic work 

SAVED THE DAY. 
The office and freight houses were 
elighly damaged, but part of the 
Merchants’ Dispatch building was burned down. 
This comprises the area of the fire. The ruins are 
smoking and smouldering yet and eight steam fire 
sngines are throwing water on them.

THE OYSTER NAVIES, 

The arrival of the month with the letter R set the 
oyster navies of the Chesapeake, and, indeed, the 
entire coast, to work, and oysters are now being 
consumed in Washington at the rate of about a 
thousand bushels a day. The dealers here say that 
the demand for oysters has increased greatly in the 
past few years as the supply diminishes. The bulk 
of the oysters that supply the Washington market 
are obtained from the Chesapeake and its 
numerous salt-walter tributaries, and are said to 
be the best in the world. Oysters, however, are 
obtained all along the Atlantic coast, from 
Canada to Texas, and some species, such as the 
blue-points. from the Long Island Coast, have ob- 
tained great celebrity. The Lynnhavens, from the 
beds just inside of Cape Henry. are a favorite 
oyster. Col. M. McDonald attributes the excellent 
fatness and flavor of these oysters to the incursions 
of fresh water twice ‘ with the tide that 
runs out to the bay. Special brands of oysters, 
however, are not of as much consequence to the 
consumer in this district as in other places, 
for the reason that the oysters brought 
into this market are as a rule in prime

of oysters in the Chesapeake very : 
besides supplying the daily market, quantities 
are pack n cans and also sent to other localities 
to restock the exhausted beds. This industry yields 
a larwe revenue to the States of Virginia and Mary-
